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Dreadful Tragedy Is Im- 
pending. 


Dublin, April 18.—The general 
' gptrike declared in Ireland in protest 
' ever the treatment of political pris- 
, oners who are on a hunger strike in 
. Mount, Joy prison here went into 
effect today amid tumultuous scenes 
in the vicinity of the prison. 

The crowd which assembled out- 
‘ pide the prison edifice grew as the 
-day wore on until it comprised 
20,000 persons, among whom threat- 
ening demonstrations occurred. The 
authorities thought it necessary to 
augment the defenses and _ three 
tanks and several armored cars, 
with a large force of. police and mil- 


itary, were stationed about the 


strneture. 

It was announced that the strike, 
which originally was intended as a 
one-day celebration, wowld géontinue 
until the prtsoners were rel@ased. 

All the shops, publie Bonses and 
restaurants ef Dublin aré closed and 
the hotel staffs quit. No tram cars 
or trains are running, except a few 
on the Great Northern Ireland rail- 
way. The Punchestown races have 
been postponed until tomorrow. 

The strike is not in effect in Bel- 
fast and north of Ireland, but else- 
where is in full force. 

The vast crowd outside the prison 
this afternoon was effering prayers 
for the hunger strikers. The lord 
mayor was officially informed at the 
prison that all the prisoners were 
very weak and that anything might 
happen within twelve hours. 

Dreadful Tragedy Feared. 

The lord mayor and the high sher- 
iff thereupon telegraphed the chief 
secretary for Ireland, in Londotn, 
asking him to iatervene in the in- 
terest of peace’and humanity, stat- 
ing that Dublin was in a fever of 
excitement, and adding: 

“We fear that a dreadful tragedy 
is impending.” 

Announcements of deaths among 
the hunger strikers have been ex- 
pected by the people for the past 
twenty-four hours. As the time 
went by and the prisoners still sur- 
vived, however, expressions were 
heard among the most vout ele- 
ments in the crowd of faith in the 
efficacy of their prayers. 

Meanwhile all the visitors who 
left the prison were urgently ques- 
tioned regarding the question of 
the hunger strikers. 

Dublin is tied up more effectively 
by the present strike than in the 
memorable anti-conscription strike 
in 1918. Even the postoffice serv- 
ice, with the exception of the tele- 
graph department, is at a stand- 
still, no letters being delivered, As 
the workers left the College street 
postoffice early today armed - 
tectiveg rushed in and took pos- 
session of the building. 

The strike call eliminated em- 
ployes of newspapers, those in the 
telegraph service, the humanitarian 
service, the bakers, and the neces- 
sary workers caring for cattle and 
horses. 

e Strike Is Complete. 

The strike which began today in 
Jreland except, in Ulster, in sympa- 
thy with the political prisoners here 
and elsewhere, was 4 general one. 

At first it was intended as a 
one-day demonstration, but a man- 
ifesto issued today by the trades 
union congress and the labor party 
ealis gfor its continuance’ indefi- 
nitely. 

The strike could not have been 
more complete. All kinds of. busi- 
ness was suspended. The banks and 
the stock exchange here which 
managed to keep open dur- 
ing. the anti-conscription strike, 
were @aenpelled to close. Even the 
offices of the government depart- 
ments found it im ple to car- 
ry on their work. j

PATRONS JOLTED 
WHEN COCA-COLA 
PRICE IS LIFTED 


Coca-Cola patrons were given a 
rude surprise in Atlanta yesterday 
when practically every seda fount 
charged seven cents a glass for 
the  south’s favorite soft beverage. 

The fount owners state that an 
advance in the price ‘of Coea-Cola 
syrup from $1.60 to $2 per gal- 
lon, which went into effect last 
Saturday, together with the increas- 
‘Ifg value of labor, glasses, straws 
and other articles were responsi- 
ble for the change. It was widely 
predicted among fhe fount owners 
that within a few days prices will 
go up to 10 cents, and several of 
the local dispensaries were charg- 
ing that price Tuesday, with an 
additional cent for war tax. 

Asked by The Conastitution for a 
statement on the recent increase In 
Syrup prices, & C. Dobbs, official 
of the Coca-Cola company, said: 

“Any person with two grains of 
sense should know that the Coca- 
Cola company cannot sell syrup for 
the same price it charged when 
sugar sold for five cents, as it now 
brings 20 or 25 cents per pound.” 

Mr. Dobbs stated that he had 
just returned to his home after a 
trying trip, and that he announced 
that he would have further facts 
along this line to present to the 
public. 


NURSES ANXIOUS 
AS STRIKE BLOCKS 
TRAFFIC TO NORTH 


Offices of the Southern and Sea- 
board Air Line railways were be- 
sieged with many tinquiries Tuesday 
from nurses aniong the 3,000 now in 
convention here, following an- 
nouncement of the Southern railway 
on Monday that the sale of through 
tickets had been discontinued to 
points north of Washington, and no- 
tice from the Seaboard that it would 
discontinue selling all through tick- 
ets to points north of Richmond. 

Action of the railroads was made 
necessary because of the strike of 
railroad men in the north and east.

Washington, April 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) — Commissioned 
officers in the military or naval 
service during the war will not 
benefit under soldiers’ relief. legis- 
lation now being drafted, it was 
learned today. The tentative agreé- 
ment reached by a house ways and 
means sub-committee also excludes 
yeomanettes, ship yard workers 
whé were in the army or navy, but 
wh received civilian wages, and 
former service men who had their 
salaries paid by their eniployees 
while in the servite. 

Final agreement on the rate of 
compensation to other service men 
and women is expected to be 
reached this weele and the bill as 
finally presented to theehouse, it 
is understood, will be a composite 


measure, carrying provisions for 
home building aid, extension of vo- 
cational training and priority in 
land settlements. Those not desir-

Charlotte, N. C., April 13.—Three 
persons are -known to have been 
killed and a half dozen or more in- 
jured, some of them sériously, in a 
tornado which swept portions of 
Union county Monday night, accord- 
ing to reports received here to- 
dy.

Returns from 4,256 precincts out 
of 5,690 ih Illinois gave Lowden 
203,659; Wood, 136,428, and Johnson, 
37,028.

Cook county But Governor Lowden’s 
vote In the state outside of Chicago 
gave him a lead which progressed

Only the names or Wood and 
Lowden appeared on the ballot.

There were no democratic primary 
candidates for president, but the 
names of more than half a dozen 
democrats were written in the bal- 
lots in scattering returns.

sulted in the closing of 24 of 42 
shops here.

Master plumbers are required by 
the union men to furnish a chauf- 
feur to drive a journeyman to and 
from his work and the'chauffeur is 
not permitted to do any plumbing 
work. 

Use of apprentices in union shops 
is forbidden. with a view to cpr- 
tailing the number of plumbers 
available in Birmingham. 

Unskilled labor is not permitted 
to work on plumbing jobs, even 
where no skill is required.)

of the Lord’s poor.” 

That prediction is based on what 
the poultry-raising boys and girls 
have already accomplished, and on 
the plans they have made for the 
future. 

And other counties are following 
Colquitt’s lead—the boys and girls 
are organizing for the chicken-rals- 
ing business everywhere. “Work, 
like they are doing in Colquitt,” 
says the Tifton paper— 


“brings good times closer. It is in 
keeping with live stock raising, bet- 
ter breeds of cattle and hogs, more 
hay and grain, and a country that 
feeds itself. For we confess we 
don't want to see a condition of af- 
fairs where south Georgia is sup- 
plying the balance of the world with 
bacon and beef and still eat cold 
storage chicken and candled eggs.” 

It is pointed out that every 
county in the 3tate should produce 
not only enough chickens for its 
own needs, but a fairly good supply 
to bring in money from outside 
markets. 

Poultry clubs have made bank 
accountg for children of rural towns 
and farming districts, and they 
can’t have too many of them. 


THE HOME-PRODUCT “AD.” 

“Made in Georgia,” is now ‘a fa- 
miliar label on many products of 
factory and farm, and it has been 
in every instance a splendid adver- 
tisement. of the general resources 
and industries of the state. 

For the best of it is that after 
that briéf introduction the products, 
whatever they may be, “do the 
rest,” and demonstrate that Geor- 
gia is indeed “there with the 
goods.” 

The value of the home-made label 
on whatever the farmer takes to 
market, in and out of his state, is 
illustrated in a pleasant, prose- 
poem way, by The _ Excelsior 
Springs (Mo.) Standard: 

“I walked atong a busy street, 
where plate glass windows shone 
with fruits that looked too good 
to eat—the finest ever grown! The 
king of fruits, the apple red, filled 
many a luscious row. A placard 
hung above, which _ said: ‘These 
Grew in Idaho.’ 

“Potaotes winked their drowsy 
eyes—each seemed to weigh a 
pound: each one might win a hand- 
some prize for any patch of ground! 
My filial heart grew limp and sad 
—I dwindled to a shadow. The 
card beside ‘em made me mad: 
‘These Came From Colorado.’ 

“From Florida to Puget Sound— 
Missouri’s windows, ample, held 
trophies from an alien ground— 
each one a perfect sample. The 
longer I surveyed the lot, the 
fiercer glared my  fury—there 
weren’t a single goody there that 
grew in Old Missouri!’ 

The writer of the above extract 
started out to be pleasantly humor- 
ous, but his lineg soon resulted in 
a sermon to the producers of his 
state—one that should make them 
“sit up in meeting,” and that needs 
to be preached wherever the pro- 
ducer is backward in advértising 
his goods and the soil that grew 
them. 

Such an advertisement may 
mean new business for home- 
markets from other sections, and 
new settlers for the soil. 

Put the home label on the home 
products whenever there is oppor- 
tunity to do so, and they come up 
to the expected standard. 

It is a sort of “Stop, Look, Lis- 
ten!” sign on the country’s busi- 
ness highways. 

And results invariably attest its 
value.

Elsewhere on this page The Consti- 
tution. publishes two communica- 
tions of interest. One of them is 
from W. W. Osborne, one of the 
leading attorneys of Savannah: the 
other from W, H, Terrell. a prom- 
inent Atlantan. 

There is nothing in common be- 
tween the two articles, both re- 
ferring to the league of nations, ex- 
cept there is a collateral bearing, 
one upon the other. Mr. Osborne, 
for instance, is opposed to the 
league, lock, stock and barrel. He

This position is not new, as he 


| unhesitatingly expressed himself in 


opposition to it, through paid ad- 
vertisements, if we recall correctly, 
shortly after the provisions of the 
peace treaty were made known to 
the United States. 

Mr. Osborne’s points of objection 
are similar to those advanced by 
the “irreconcilables” on both sides 
of the senate chamber.

In case of any 
such aggression or in case of any 
threat or danger of such aggres- 
sion the council shall advise upon 
the means by which this obligation 
Shall be fulfilled.”

The constitution is the organic 
law. It is fundamental]. It cannot 
be changed or altered or amended 
or added to, to the crossing of a “t,” 
or the dotting .of an “i” except as 
provided in the constitution. It is 
supreme to treaties. It is supreme 
to execultve orders. It is supreme 
to every thought or purpose ex- 
cept as an enactment,of congress 
passed by two-thirds of the mem- 
berships of both branches and rati- 
fied by two-thirds of the states of 
the union. And in that constitution 
the United States cannot declare 
war except by act of confreas. or 
mobilize for war, or do anything be- 
yond the constitutionally prescribed 
duties of an executive, without the 
act of congress. It is the paramount 
safeguard, recognized by Mr. Wil]- 
son in framing the great covenant, 
and any reservations, other than in- 
terpretations to clarify the under- 
Standing of the people, are the po- 
litical tricks of an opposing party 
organization in order to confuse 
the people, arouse their suspicions 
through propaganda, and discredit 
the work of democratic leadership, 
| When the constitution is held up 
as the supreme law of the United 
States it answers every argument 
of Mr. Osborne, .and of every other 
Sincere opponent of the treaty of 
peace; and it satisfies Mr. Ter- 
rell. 

It does not, however, satisfy Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith, for he joined with 
the republicans in their effort to

Editor Constitution: I have read 
your editorial of this morning. I am 
annoyed, my good friend. You should 


have accepted my statement of the 
great issue confronting the peo- 
ple of Georgia, then side-step and 
stuart to mark time with your face 
to the rear. 

I did say that Smith and Pal- 
mer individually are small factors 
to be considered in the coming pri- 
mary.

And I say also with all the earn- 


estness I possess that President 
Wilson and the question of whether 
he should be praised or blamed is 
equally as unimportant, 


One of the first basic political 
truths I learned is that “statesman-

except to learn its lessons.”” Wheth- 
er Senator Smith is a “traitor to 
democracy” or President Wilson is 
the post-war dictator of this re- 
public may be argued on the side 
ad infinitum, but they are not the 
issues we are called to pass upon 
on the 20th. 

While we were at war our presi- 


dent was given dictatorial author- 
ity to last until peace is declared. 
Senator Smith voted for this limited 
investure. 

Our president next asked the 
people of the United States to give 
him unrestrained authority in the 
conduct of the war by. electing a 
house and senate that would follow 
him blindly.

(2) Article 10 guarantees the ter- 
ritorial integrity of every country 
in the world for all time precisely 
as Wilson, George and Clemenceau 
wrote it, e 

(3) We will not be permitted to 
withdraw from the league without 
the consent of the Englishman, the 
Frenchman, the Italian and the Jap. 

(4) All our domestic questions 
are not excluded by reservation 
from consideration by the league. 
Immigration, the tariff, etc., may 
easily become matters “affecting the 
peace of the world.” In such event 
the league can break down the bar- 
riers we have erected and swamp 
us with a stream of cheap Oriental 
labor—the skilled kind that works 
for ~vages on which an American 
would starve and who can make cot- 
ton at 5c and get rich on it. 

(5) Our president has secretly 


made a complete departure from 
the traditions handed down by all 
our great men for a century and a 
quarter. 

Some of the things Senator Smith 


wants todo are: (1) To refuse by 
reservation to guarantee the terri- 


torial integrity of any nation inde- 
pendently: (2) ta reserve to the 
people of the United States the un- 
restricted right to say when we 
shall withdraw from the league; 
(3) to declare that we will judge 
for ourselves what are domestic 
questions and decide them our- 
selves; (4) to adhere to the tradi- 
tional licies of our forefathers 
to which he bas pledged his sacred 
honor.

Chairman J. J. Flynt was in At- 
lanta last night in conference with 
Secretary Hiram L. Gardner, making 
final arrangements for the presi- 
dential primary next week. 

Judge Flynt declared the commit- 
tee would give its approval only to 
counties holding primary elections 
in every country precinct. He de- 
clared that he wanted it announced 
that the committee would not dis- 


tribute money furnighed it by the 
candidates for sampaign purposes in 
any county that arranged to hold 
an election only in the county seat. 

“We will not countenance county 
seat primaries,” he declared. “Pri- 
maeries must be held in every vot- 
ing district in the county in order 
to have the support of the commit- 
tee. We think this is especially im- 
portant in order that all voters may 
pore. an opportunity to cast their 
allot. 

Judge Flynt reiterated what he 
had said in The Constitution as to 
the primary’s being limited to dem- 
ocratic voters, with the modifica- 
tion that the committee would not 
undertake t> be the judge in the 
matter. 

“The rules are plain,” he declared. 
“This is a primary for democratic 
voters only and, of course. only 
democrats are expected to partici- 
pate. Our view on this subject as 
to the qualification of voters is 
identica] with what we held on the 
qualification of Mr. Hoover. Itisa 
question for every man to put to his 
own conscience. In casting his 
vote in the democratic primary he, 
by that act, declares himseif to be a 
democrat.”

Will Leave Atlanta to 
Take Charge of Trans- 
portation Work Under 
Esch-Cummings Law. 


With the creation of the Bureau 
of Service, with general direction 
of railroad transportation in the 
United States by the interstate com- 
merce commission under the Esch- 
Cummings law, recently enacted, 
comes the announcement of the ap- 
pointment of Colonel F. 8S. Robbins, 


joint manager of Imbrie & Co.’s 
Atlanta office as director, with 
headquarters in Washington. 

The bureau has direction of the 
development and utilization of the 
railroad transportation facilities to 
meet the transportation needs of 
the country. It advises the inter- 
state commission as to the use of 
joint terminals, the issuanace of 
certificates of necessity and conven- 
jence for new construction and 
abandonment, the routing of un- 
routed traffic and the development 
of means to reduce interruptions of 
railroad transportation. 

Starting at the bottom in 1888 
with the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, Colonel Robbins’ experi- 
ence with every phase of railroad 
work makes him eminently fitted to 
assume the duties of the director- 
ship. 

In 1911 he was appointed super- 
intendent with the Erie road at 
Buffalo and from there he went to 
Youngstown as general superin- 
tendent. When this country entered 
the world war Colonel Robbins was 
commissioned a major in the engi- 
neer corps and appointed aid to the 
director general of military rail- 
roads. He was sent to France in 
April, 1918, and made assistant gen- 
eral manager of transportation with 
headquarters at Tours, and pro- 
moted to colonel.. Of local interest 
is the fact that Ralp Peters, Jr. of 
Atlanta served as aid on Colonel 
Robbins’ staff. 

When the war was over Colonel 
Robbins resumed his position as 
general superintendent of the Erie 
railroad, and at this time was ap- 
pointed chairman of the conference
